It 
may even be that as nations w-e shall beat catch- other ’.into 
insensibility before we realize the truth which Jesus pro¬ 
claimed, “MAN CAN-,NOT LIVE BY BREAD ALONE”. 
That is the other half of the* story. The new house must 
Ire built on the rock of spiritual values and if we continue 
to ignore this eternal law we shall continue to destroy each 
other periodically- The hope of the world is the -£hrisUnas 
spirit of “GOOD WILL TOWARD MEN”. That TpTrit is 
not smoething we can guarantee ourselves. It comes only 
as each one of u- personally, sinceiely and humbly, seeks 
tiV wnlb-ui the paths-of goodness and live us fellow-w orkers

PASSES TO REST 


At the regular luncheon meeting 
of the Vulcan Lions Club at the 
Imperial Hotel dining room on Mon¬ 
day night, guest .speaker for the 
..evening was R. J. . Needham, who 
writes the column “One Man’s 
Opinion” which appear daily in the 
Calgary Herald.- He spoke about 
newspaper work, and members 
found bis remarks very interest-- 
ing. His address, in part, appears 
inflow: , 

“1 would like to make some gen¬ 
eral observations about the news¬ 
paper business. 1 can’t tell you all 
about it in one talk, as it would 
go on for several weeks, and would 
probably include it iarge number of 
anecdotes uhsuited to mixed com¬ 
pany. I mea.n, we’d have to ask the 
men to leave. _ ^ 

“I had a labor organizer in to see 
me recently, and he n^ade a num^ 
her of stpong statements about the 
capitalistic "press. I found myself 
wondering afterwards whether 
.viic any ofhei Y.nd of press, 
and if so, what was*. 

“When we say press, we mean 
any place .publishing a newspaper. 
And publishing a newspaper means 
paper and ink and presses, staff, 
taxes and so forth: Now alj this 
costs money. The Herald has a 
staff of about 150, pay* $15,000 
annually in city taxes and uses 35 
tons of newsprint each week at 
$70 per ton. It costs 7 cents or 
-more per copy to print the paper, 
and ill,most other papers this cost 
is much higher. It is obvious that 
this difference must be made up by 
accepting advertising. It seems to 
me obvious that to meet all these 
costs and to install presses costing 
several hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, capital is needed, and there¬ 
fore the press mujit be capitalistic, 

“The C.C.F. paper in Alberta 
*is flic ‘People’s Weekly’. Now the 
‘People’s Weekly’.is published by a 
capitalistic press. Mr. R. is a 
capitalist, and ,a very successful 
one. With his capital, he has the 
equipment to put it out,, and we 
t-iist that he will long'continue to 
do so. Now. the revenue which he 
gets from the sale of the copies is 
li ss than the cost of printing. He 
' makes Tib with advertising from 
Eaton's. Hudson’s Bay. Woodwards 
and various other capitalistic con- 
, corns. 

“Now yea may say this is ..an 
unsatisfactory state of affairs, and 
want some alternative." Well, there 
are two that I know of. One is 
to have the government put out 
panels. They Have lots of money 
and could afford.to do so. But 1 am 
not ■slice whether you would he 
rV vticidailv.anxious to rend news¬ 
papers controlled by politicians at 
ntfi’-n o.i Edmonton. You might 
find it dull or biased. 

.“In Russia, the newspapers are 
put out by the government. I Rave 
seen a e< nil many of them, and they 
are really shoddy affairs verv dull. 
No Dick Tracy, no advise to the 
1' vcWji, no picture of Sally Rand. 

“The otAor alternative is to have 
so me k 'r-1 of co-operative news¬ 
paper. I. would like to see this, 
.vlj ponnle v ho a re annoyed at the 
mn : *a'is.t ; c press—and we get many 
pf them—should subscribe to some 
km’ f en-onerntiv<\ pancr. This 
coUld bo put out in Toronto or Mon- 
jt'enl a a weekly. Hire good edi¬ 
tors and writers and away you go. 
\"o nrofi's made by the paper— 
and it would make profits-jgo hack 
into id. “'""i

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SAfJTA CLAUS 

A few weeks ago there was quite a stir in Canada 
because Major-General Chisholm, Deputy Minis¬ 
ter of Health and Welfare, came out flatly in opposi¬ 
tion to the teaching of the Santa Claus myth. He 
'came out equally strongly agaigst quite a variety of 
unrealities on whtch children are nurtured. But the 
public fastened on his condemnation of Santa Claus, 
and quite an element was all for putting him out- of*- 
the way because of this heterodoxy. Others felt that 
" this statement was publicized out of all proportion, 
at the sacrifice of other more important comments 
on the upbringing of the young. Those who know Dr. 

, Chisholm and his writings recognize his authority in 
the field*of psychiatry, and the wisdom, of his warn- 
ingg on faulty child training. His attack on Santa 
Claus no doubt had some sound basis. 

Dr. Chisholm’s argument is that Santa Claus, Cin¬ 
derella and all such popular legends are escapism, 
which is one of the worst diseases of English-speak¬ 
ing people. If childrenare brought up on magic fairy 
wands, genier'distorted' ideas of right and wrong, 
they are less fitted to face the sternness of life, and 


lose their ability to think realistically.’ 

It may be true that Santa .Claus is overplayed, but 
it is very doubtful if many children had their lives 
and stamina permanently wrecked, even though 
they eventually discovered that there was actually 
no red-cheeked, bewhiskered old man dropping down 
chimneys on Christmas Eve. We wonder if Dr. Chis¬ 
holm knows everything about children, and their 
easy adjustment to new discoveries. It is granted 
however that most parents are inclined to lean too 
much on Santa for discipline. For two or three 
months prior to Christmas they invoke his name as 
one who rewards good children and who passes up 
bad children. When the big day rojls round, it is 
found that Santa is quite as good to the bad ohil- 
dren as he is to the good. This must givfe young¬ 
sters a little food for thought when they get to the 
reasoning stage. It may be also that we do not con¬ 
nect Santa Claus sufficiently in the childish mind 
with the larger spirit of kindliness and generosity 
which is the true expression of Christ’s birthday. 

Perhaps it would be a sterner, tougher, more real¬ 
istic world if we suppressed the Santa Claus mjrth. ' 
But it would not be such a joyous shiny world. To 
adults at least, and to children later on, Santa Claus 
is merely symbolic. He is a dispenser of good cheer, 
a giver of gifts, a perennial patriarch whose spirit 
of goodwill permeates the Christmas season, making 
handclasps warmer, smiles readier, . voices gayer, 
and who stirs the kinder openhanded impulses of 
mankind. And this is all linked with the religious 
background of the Christmas holiday—the celebra¬ 
tion of the birthday of Christ. The Saviour of. the 
world might well'look down vyjth grief and disap¬ 
pointment on the failures and crudities pf man. But 
surely he can find joy in the perpetuation of the 
Santa Claus myth, if it is passed from generation to 
generation as a symbol of thought for others, and 
of loving kindness and fellowship. What the world 
needs is to extend the Christmas spirit to all the 
peoples of every race, and to every day of the year.

PARLIAMENT has approved the bill which will 
increase indemnities of the members of the 
House of Commons by $2000 a year. Rarely has a 
bill passed so unanimously although Angus Maclnnis 
of the C.C.F. declared that he preferred “conviction, 
tc comfort.” Mr. Maclnnis’ argument was that when 
the government is still collecting income tax on in¬ 
comes over $660, it seems scarcely right to raise the 
salaries of members from $4000 to $6000. This $2000 
increase is to be tax-free for private members, but 
It will be taxable for Senators, cabinet ministers 
and the leaders of the opposition, all of whom also 
■Wtjoy the raise. Only two members openly opposed 
the bitt>'and there dire 246 members. — 

Th public will view this increase in indemnity with 
mixed feelings.' There are private members who are 
sacrificing many times such earnings by service-in 
parliament and they contribute vitally to this public 
service. There are others solely dependent on the-in- 
demnity for their living. They also may be worth 
more to their country than they receive in pay. Their 
strength in parliament is not always in direct pro¬ 
portion to their earning capacity outside parliament, 
but a man’s earning capacity in the competitive 
world, is still, rightly or wrongly, a measuring stick 
of competence in directing national affairs. Some 
private members are worth $10,000 or $20,000 a year 
to their constituencies and to the country at large. 
Others are worth nothing. ; - 


YOUTH CAN BE SAVED 

A LTHOUGH there has been agitation for years 
■^centring round suitable schools of reform for 
erring juveniles, there has been an unaccountable 
postponement of any constructive action. There is 
no uniformity amongst provinces in Canada in re¬ 
spect to penal institutibns, and the result is a con¬ 
siderable disparity in conditions. Some provinces 
are more advanced than others in providing correc¬ 
tive schools, which bring results in reclaiming young 
lives to useful citizenship. In pther provinces little 
is attempted of a reform nature; youngsters are 
placed in association with-older criminals, to be led 
further on in anti-social offences. The cost of crime 
in all its phases is a terrific expense to the country, 
made the greater because of the lack of reform in- 
stitations for juveniles. 

This matter of corrective school for juveniles falls 
within the sphere of the province, but it is linked 
with the national aspect. The greater number of 
young Albertans who can be readjusted and salvag¬ 
ed, the higher the general standard of the province, 
and the greater the service to the nation. 

The question of reform institutions came up at 
Ottawa recently, and A. L. Smith, M.P. for Calgary 
said;.“In all Western Canada there is not one place 
where you can send a young lad who has gone wrong 
where he would receive discipline and training. Let’s 
do a job for youth. These young boys can be saved.” 

John Diefenbaker, M.P., deplored the throwing of 
juveni}e delinquents into company of hardened crim¬ 
inals. He considered that Canada' as a whole, was 
not doing her part through re-education, moral 
leadership and moral suasion to encourage erring 
young people to lead honest lives. . 

All over the country juvenile delinquency Ls re¬ 
ported to be on the increase, claiming ever younger 


As a matter of fact we should all of us have our 
salaries raised, but we are not in the happy position 
to realize that by vote. Or we would settle for a 
higher tax-free income, which is' something parlia¬ 
ment might have done for us, before giving therrr-' 
selves a $2000 income tax free increase. It would 
have looked much better if the House of Commons 
had raised the tax-free income of single people to 
$1000 and married couples'to $2000 before attending 
to themselves. ". . . ■, . 

On the other hand a member of the federal gov¬ 
ernment, if worth anything, should be worth $6000, 
and it is up to the electorate to choose a man wortn 
his indemnity. One vary reasonable saving might 
be made by reducing the number of constituencies by 
half. It is quite practicable and we would-be govern¬ 
ed quite as adequately across Canada. 

Returning to the question of reward for service, 
the papers have also been carrying the startling 
news that university graduates in various 'depart¬ 
ments of the government earn no more than from 
$1000 to $2000 a year. Only a handful attain more 
than $3000. This does nob sound very consistent, 
and it does explain why Civil Service is not likely 
to attract the most ambitious and capable" young 
men. Yet the Civil Service provides the continuity 
of government and national progress, while parlia¬ 
mentarians come and go, ever changing with the 
temper of £he people. 


offenders in that first false step. The reason for in¬ 
crease is attributed to laxity of war standards, ir ¬ 
responsible parents, unhealthy home conditions, and 
so on. In almost all cases a reaifbn can be found to 
explain why adolescents go wrong. But the correc¬ 
tion of these reasons is a mbre difficult matter. The 
irresponsible parents so largejy liable are never 
disciplined as they should be. Unsatisfactory h.ome 
conditions are to an extent a part of the'Dominion¬ 
wide housing problem. Where can a start be made? 
An immediate solution' might be to remove the err¬ 
ing youngsters from the environment which led to 
crime, and place them where their lives could be 
redirected into normal paths. 

The courts that deal with these jui^lhile cases are 
gravely concerned. They are loath to give a sentence 
which leads to association with adult criminals. Soc¬ 
ial welfare organizations follow up as best they can 
in reclamation effort. But the fact remains that there 
is no agency comparable with the Borstall schools 
to take over the training of these youths and re¬ 
place criminal tendencies with a healthier attitude 
toward life. - 

Great advanced have been made in this province 
in caring for the physically ill, young and old. The 
mentally ill, receive advanced curative treatment. 
But we can take little pride in any organized steps 
to cure the morally ill, particularly those coming 
under the heading of juveniles. Yet the unnecessary 
loss to this country, suffered through neglect of- this 
phase of^reform would probably stagger society if 
it could be compiled. We agitate about so many 
things of infinitely less importance than this.mat¬ 
ter of reclaiming imperilled young lives. They are a 
part of our nation’s future of which we hear so 
much. As Mf. Smith says: "These youngsters can 
be saved. Let’s do a job for them,” and for our¬ 
selves.

cavity it packed too tightly there 
is no room allowed for expansion 
of the dressing and the result is. a 
firm, soggy mass, so allow approx¬ 
imately 3 cup of Stuffing per pound 
of turkey, dressed weight. 

The way in which a bird is stuf¬ 
fed and trussed makes a great 
difference in its appearance when 
served. Fill the neck with sufficient 
stuffing to give the bird a plump 
appearance. Fold the neck skin 
towards the back and fasten by 
folding the wing tips back on the 
wings, “arm akimbo” fashion. Then 
place bird on back with leg to¬ 
ward you. Cross drumsticks, hav¬ 
ing leg over slit, to hold stuffing in 
place. Take a piecS of cord about 
.1} yards long and place'centre of 
it under the tail.’ Bring up ends 
over crossed drumsticks, cross cords 
and repeat, pulling tightly. Cross 
cords again and bring^up firmly 
between the drumsticks, and the 
body; Turn bird onto breast and 
bring cord around wings to centre 
back, so that it holds the lower 
wing 'oints close to Jhb body. Tie 
cord securely on back,, holding 
wings and neck in place. 

And now the all important mat¬ 
ter of cooking. It must be done 
to a turn, the acme of perfection to 
grace the festive board. Place 
turkey or chicken breast down on a 
rack in an uncovered pan, and add 
no water. Goose requires slightly 
different treatment. Rub the outer 
surface with salt, place brfiast side 
up on a rack in the roaster. Add 1 
cup boiling water, then pour off 
water and fat and continue cooking 
uncovered. Kee- the temperature 
of the oven at “moderately slow" 
or 'even “slow”, according to the 
weight of bird, to brown it evenly 
without scorching. It should be 
cooked until it is tender and done 
to the bone, but not overcooked.

Look for soft cartilage at 
the end of the breast bone, dark 
yellow legs'and feet, smooth skin, 
well-fleshed breas^ and a good layer 
of fat under the skin. Allow at 
least 3-lb. dressed weight per 
person, and of course you wijl want 
extra for salads and sandwiches 
during the holiday week. Dressed 
weight is described as weight be¬ 
fore the bird” is drawn, and includ¬ 
ing head and feet;

Place breast side down on a rack 
or crossed skewers in a uncovered 
pan with no water added. If you 
haven’t a roaster large enough, the 
bird may be wrapped in parchment 
paper or brown wrapping paper, 
greased. If the bird is not very fat, 
rub with mild drippings and baste 
during the roasting. Bake in a 
moderately slow oven about' 300 
degrees F., allowing'#!) minutes per 
pound dressed weight for chickens, 
20 minutes for turkeys and 25 
minutes if the turkey 'weighs 10 
pounds or less. Avoid high tem¬ 
peratures fn roasting as this tough-, 
ens the meat, causing it to shrink 
and lose its juices. Turn bird on 
back to. brown uniformly during 
last hour of roasting.

TO ROAST GOOSE OR DUCK 

Choose one not too fat; place 
breast side up on rack in roaster. 
Add one cup boiling water and 
cover tightly. Roast at 326 degrees 
T. for one Hour, then pour off water 
and fat and continue roasting until 
done. _ (Twenty to twenty-five 
minutes per pound dressed weight). 

Note: Frozen poultry should be 
thawed slowly at a low or room 
temperature. Do not hurry thaw¬ 
ing by soaking meat in water, 
either hot or cold. Soaking causes 
reckless loss of good juices. Poul¬ 
try will keep longer if not drawn. 


The following time table may 
prove helpful in cooking poultry 
throughout the holiday season. 

Chicken: 4 to 8 lbs. • (dresied 
weight) 300-325 degrees F. for 30 
minutes per lb.

■-* Turkey: 8 to 10 lbs. (dressed 
weight) 300 degree F. for 25 
minutes per lb. 

12 to 16 libs, (dressed weight) 
300 degrees F. for 20 minutes per 
lb. 

16 to 25 lbs. (dressed weight) 
300 degrees F. for 18 to 20 minutes 
per lb. 

Duck: 3 to"8 lbs. (dressed weight) 
325 degrees F. for 20 to 25 minutes 
per lb. ■*" 

Goose: 10 to 12 lbs. (dressed 
weight) 325 degrees F. for 20 to 
25 minutes per lb. _ ~-r 

These are approximate times, as 
the size, shape and weight of (he 
bird, as well as the personal prefer¬ 
ence, are factors to be considered.

TO STUFF POULTRY 

1. Turkey and chicken should 
not have a dressing too strongly 
flavored—bread or cracker crumbs, 
oyster,, sausage, chestnut, etc., are 
ideal. 

2. Duck and goose take a fairly 
highly ' seasoned dressing or fruit 
dressing. Since they are fat they 
require a dry stuffing to soak up 
fat during roasting. 

3. Sprinkle inside of bird with 
salt before dressing. Allow ap¬ 
proximately three-quarter cup of 
dressing per pound (dressed 
weight). Ordinarily, one 1-lb. loaf 
of bread will make about four cups 
medium dry bread crumbs.

COOKING POULTRY 

Whether the bird chosen to grace 
the Christmas table is a goose, 
turkey or chicken, it should be a 
very special one. Since it is to be 
the centre of attraction when it 
appears on the Christmas dinner 
table it must first be as imposing 
as possible, then cooked to a'' 
luscious golden brown. The meat 
should be tender, yet moist, when 
cut, and the dressing rich and 
crumbly. 

The home economists- of the 
Consumer Section, Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, say there 
are several points to keep in mind 
if the results are to be a credit to 
the cook, 

Careful preparation is worth 
while. Pin feathers should be care¬ 
fully removed and all hairs singed 
so that, the slpn is smooth and 
clean. If poultry is fat ft.is well 
to wash with water in which a 
-little baking soda has been dis¬ 
solved, but it should then oe ripsed 
and thoroughly dried inside and 
out. Poultry should never be allow¬ 
ed to soak in water as this causes 
loss of flavor. 

The bread for stuffing is best if 
three days old. It will'then crum¬ 
ble easily. To make even crumbs 
guickly, remove the crusts and cut 
each loaf in four pieces, place one 
piece In.a towel and roll between_ 
the -hands until well crumbled. 
Then proceed with the remaining 
portion*. 

If dressing Sot poultry is made 
the day before,’ time is saved at (he 
last minute. 

The stuffing will vary with the 
type of poultry. The delicate 
flavor of turkey should not be 
spoiled with a strongly seasoned 
stuffing. The more highly seasoned 
stuffing should be used with goose 
, which has a strong flavor. Before 
stuffing, sprinkle the inside of the 
bird with salt. Stuff looaely. If the

"I am often asked if papers tell 
the truth? Well, I reply to that 
by saying that if you read enough 
papers, you can get somewhere 
close to it. News written by 
human beings is always'prone to 
error. The wire services! such as 
AP, UP and CP put tremendous 
emphasis on fairness and lack of 
bias. §p do newspaper manage¬ 
ments. Yet errors and distortions 
slip through. Just human nature. 

“About ‘papers’. I think that if 
you want to get the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but, yoil> would 
have to read more than ona paper.- 
Some papers specialize in one form 
of news, others in others. The 
average paper hasn’t space to print 
all the news. This is emphasized 
now by newsprint rationing. The 
New York Daily News, for example, 
receives a million words of news 
a day and never uses oVer 160,000. 

The same in all papers, in propor¬ 
tion. Lots of stuff must be left out. 

This results in charges of bias. 

So read more than one paper. I 
read twenty or thirty, but don’t 
recommend it as it is very hard on 
the eyes. , 

‘What influence does papers have 
on people? Well, news has, but 
I don’t think opinions have. Every 
newspaper in Alberta opposed 
Social Credit* yet a Social Credit 
government continues to be return¬ 
ed to Edmonton each election. 

Nearly all the big papers opposed 
Roosevelt in’the United States in 
his second, third and fourth term 
campaigning, yet he went in each 
time. The papers in Saskatchewan 
opposed C.C.F., yet they were elect¬ 
ed. In Calgary both papers opposed 
Watson, yet ne got in. 

“I don’t believe, however, that it 
is important, whether they have 
influence or not. A newspaper has 
an opinion to express. , Let them 
do it and leave it go at that. No¬ 
body is forced to believe them or 
to do what they say. If you examine 
your own political opinions, you will 
find they are noC shaped by the 
editorials of the Herald or Albertan, 
or by any other paper. You may 
have come to them in your own

The remarkable increase which 
took place in the production of 
hogs in the Prairie Provinces be¬ 
tween the years 1939 and 1944 
confirms a belief that has been 
prevalent, namely that Western 
Canada is a natural swine-raising 
area. Our coarse grains are well 
adapted to the production of bacon 
hogs. It seems logical to convert 
these grains into pork products.in 
the part of Canada where they are 
produced and thus save a long 
haul on a bulky product. 

The pigs which have been raised 
on prairie farms during the war 
years have contributed the bulk of 
the bacon which has been shipped 
to Great Britain under agreements 
between the British Ministry of 
Food and the Government of Can¬ 
ada. It is to be hoped that a siz¬ 
able contract can be maintained 
with Britain during* the post-war 
years and that western farmers 
wil| maintdin-production at a level 
that will enable us to hold our po¬ 
sition on a market that is subject 
to keen competition. Pig produc¬ 
tion should i.o one of the strong 
links in our agricultural chain. 

While the individual farmer 
must decide, under his own “condi¬ 
tions, what part pig raising is go¬ 
ing to pla^'in his farming scheme, 
it is a fact that over a period ol 
twenty-five years pigs have creat¬ 
ed a profitable outlet for farm 
grown grains. Bacon is a food pro¬ 
duct that n likely to be in steaay 
demand; it can be readily cured 
and shipped long distances. It is a 
very manageable meat product.- 

We must strive to improve the 
quality of our western hogs. L6an 
pork will be more* important than 
fat when the extreme wartime 
shortage of fat is relieved. At the 
same time it will be important to 
lower our cost of production as 
much as possible. This may be 
done by using tested breeding 
stock, utilizing labour saving 
equipment, and following tbs most 
approved methods of feeding. 

Considerable areas in the Prairie 
Provinces are well suited to sheep 
ranching ancf abandoned lands 
which have been reseeded or are 
reverting back to grass can be 
utilized to good advantage by 
sheep flocks. Farm flocks, in the 
mixed farming areas, have sup¬ 
plied a valuable addition to the 
annual income. The per capita 
consumption of lamb in Canada is 
low—from 5 to 6 pounds per per¬ 
son per year. It should be possible 
to increase this without affecting 
the consumption of other meats 
and thus make possible the estab¬ 
lishment of additional farm flocks. 
An increase of one pound per per¬ 
son would create a market for an 
additional 250,000 lambs. The use 
of rams of good type, careful at¬ 
tention to docking and castrating, 
marketing at proper weights and 
finish will assure Canadians a
